RADIO VS. NEWSPAPER 


There is a growing disposition to question the value of 
radio advertising, and the experience of many in this 
medium of publicity is driving them back to the more de¬ 
pendable realm of newspaper advertising. 

For one thing, the public reached by radio is very much 
smaller. On the prairies, government returns indicate 
that 17 per cent, of the rural homes possess radios. That 
is a much smaller proportion than Is reached by th£ 
newspaper. • * 

Again, the numbers of people whose radios are operat¬ 
ing at the chosen advertising hour is a question. The un¬ 
known listeners may be very few in proportion to the to¬ 
tal radio owners, and the message, a shot in the dark, 
without security of markmanship. 

The average radio listener does not tune in for adver¬ 
tising, but for amusement. When he does listen, he wants 
entertainment, and his natural re-action to a break-up in 
the program for advertising purposes, is annoyance and 
antagonism. He is not in a receptive state of mind. Many 
find Themselves automatically closing their ears ,whep the 
charms of this or that product are- introduced. Or they 
turn the dial. 

The man who reads the newspaper however, is in a re¬ 
ceptive state. He is taking the time to peruse the con¬ 
tents, and it is a voluntary act, not something thrust on 
his attention. In this spirit, his mind registers the mes¬ 
sages presented on the printed page, and the desired im¬ 
pression is lpft.

WHEN SIGNS FAIL 


Writing on the subject, “Some Common Beliefs That 
Are False,” in the New Outlook, a professor quotes the 
results of his investigations concerning some of the super¬ 
stitions about the weather. It is rather too bad to thus 
debunk the legends which have grown up and which are 
accepted as almost gospel truth by many citizens, some of 
them being as follows: “If a cat sneezes, rain is coming; 
ig a dog eats grass in the morning, bad weather will fol¬ 
low. Other signs of rain said to be infallible are when 
ijdogs dig holes in the ground, howl when they leave the 
house, or refuse to eat meat. If the bull goes to the pas¬ 
ture before the other cattle, rain is near. If the cattle lie 
down early in the day, lick their forefeet, scratch against 
posts, or look up at the sky while lowing—all these mean 
rain. Cold weather is said to be indicated by cows failing 
in their milk, shaking their feet, or acting restlessly. 
Storms are near when pigs squeal loudly, 'for they are 
said to be able to ‘see wind’.” 

“Pure chance” says the professor. “In most cases there 
is no value in such predictions.” 

There are other popular beliefs which secure wide cre¬ 
dence but which also have no basis in scientific fact. They 
concern the moon. Some rural people often farm “by the 
moon.” They plant seeds, shear sheep, butcher hogs, trim 
trees and lay shingles according tq the time of the 
They believe that meat killed in the dark of the moon 
shrinks when cooked; that crops growing above the 
ground only thrive if planted in the dark of the moon, 
while crops growing below the ground, like potatoes, 
must he. planted in the light of the moon. Shingles put 
on a roof during a new moon are believed to curl up and 
pull the nails out. Yet our p rofessor informant puts no 
reliance in any of these beliefs. Careful studies of all 
these situations he writes, show that there i 3 no relation 
whatever between the time of the moon and any of the 
above results. Seeds grow in any moon; shingles will 
curl up regardless of the moon, and meat will shrink at 
any time.—Hanover Post.

After the world had tried the elimination of a few hun¬ 
dred of these obstacles to trade, and had experimented 
with a little redistribution of wealth so as to provide the 
hungry and the naked with, new purchasing power, it 
would be plenty of time to start emergency talk of de¬ 
stroying wealth. They seem to be beginning at the wrong

Russian Delegate Explains That 
Canadian Industry Loaded with 
Watered Stock 


(Seven Carr make Two Tons) 


O. V. Ozersky, Conference delegate 
replied to the charges of Hon. E. N. 
Rhodes that Russian timber offered 
unfair competition, by explaining just 
why Canadian industry cannot meet 
Soviet sales. The Soviet has no wat¬ 
ered stock nor . excessive directors’ 
fees. 

Ozersky said the Soviet was able 
to produce timber cheaply because 
in Russia there are no such costs of 
productions as “unnecessary” adver- 
tiing, “watered” stock, nor unproduc¬ 
tive expenditure in the shape of “ex¬ 
cessive” directors’ fees. 

The Soviet Union, he continued, 
was the only country which had abol¬ 
ished unemployment completely.'The 
Soviet, he added, was the only coun¬ 
try which, in recent years, had raised 
considerably the standard of living of 
the great mass of the people and par 
ticularly had increased wages. 

Least of All 

He declared with vigor that Soviet 
competition was the least of all caus¬ 
es why Canadian timber has failed to 
find extensive sale on the European 
and particularly the British, market 

“This,” he said, “is demonstrated 
best by the very fact that when, in 
recent months, Soviet timber was not 
being imported into Britain at all on 
account of the embargo on Russian 
goods, Canada proved unable to sub¬ 
stantially expand her exports of tim¬ 
ber to Britain, or even partially to 
satisfy requiremefits of importers 
who had been deprived of Soviet tim¬ 
ber.”
